Restoration Association (MRA}.2 At present this small, underground organisza= 
ston bas no officers and is only a political framework for future activi tics.

ia order to refute any argument on the part of seme Mongola and foreign 
observers that the esteblishment of the MRA was a last-minute attempt to 
find a comfortable niche end to lean on the U.S., the Bacialist Mongol 
Leaders on Taiwan made certain that they had the concurrence and support 
of the Northwest Mongol leadere before proceeding with the orgenization. 

‘ hey do not wish to give the impression that this move is ea recurrence of 
the Japanese-sponsored Mongol movement which grew out of the Sino-Japanese 
Was, has, the establishment of the MAA represents a step in the unification 
of Facialiet Mongols rather than a split into two factions.

So Feesuse he had been absent from his official duties in Nanking for some tine, 
Jingalang left faitpel for Nanking om 3 April 1949 to resume hia work with the 
legislative Yoan. In Nenking he was to have awaited word from Prince TE and 

his group regarding an official Mengol delegation to LI Teung-jen. The MRA 
pleae te have Jirgalang, WU Ho-ling and a few others meet with LI in order to 
obtain some kind of official statement from the Central Government regarding 
the atatus of Mongols in China. This delegation hopes to receive permission 
to astabliah at least a limited, but legal, Mongol autonomous government in 
the Northwest with the official approval of the Central Government. The do= 
Legation will naturally ask for complete independence, but they know this 
will net be granted. However, they hope that by setting their price high, 
the resulting bargain may be some sort of autonemy, and Racialist Mongols | 
make mo secret of the fact that if they are successful in obtaining such, 
they will make overt and official requests of United States officials fer aid. 


6 Prince TE has already requested WU Ho-ling te come to the Northwest to assist 
in the pelitical organization of the Mencels there. The Mongols realize that 
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WUSs political “kmow-how® 1s almost indispensable to any concerted Mongsl 


political effort, yet many Mongols resent hin. They Go not like his blunt 
atraightforwardness, his tendency to Gumineer, his quick temper and his 
Harchin Banner birth, the last because Harchin Mongols have peor reputations 
nmoug other Mongols.

Regulations of the MRA 


The following regulations were passed at the First General Assembly held by 
the Association members. These regulations may be revised in the future only 
wy the Members’ Representative General Assembly.

b. Guiding principle: the guiding principle of the MRA shall be to fight 
for recial freedom and te promote the people's welfare. :

Association Committees shall be accepted as members of the MRA. 


do Organization: the highest organ of the MRA shall be the Members’ Re= 
presentative General Assembly. Under the General Assembly there shall 
de the Association Committee, members of which shall be elected at the 
General Assembly. The Committee shall be responsible for carrying out 
the resolutions of the General Assembly. Branch Associations shall be 
established in all suitable places. 


e. Funds: funds for the MRA shall be raised in various ways by the members 
of the MRA. ~ 


First Period Work Plen for the MRA 


Since the MRA has been established, its work must be begun in earneat. 

However, the restoration of the Mongo) nation cannot be accomplished overnight. 
We have therefore divided the work into separate periods. The following is 
the work plan for the first period. We must Lead our fellow Mongols on the 
road to national reconstruction. In connection with this work, we must first 
accomplish the following? 


a. Dreft an over-all plan for the national reconstruction in accordance with 
the basic principles set forth in the political program of the MMA and 
taking into consideration world trends and. the ectual situation in Mongolia. 
We mast also devise ways and means of putting the plan into effect. 


b. Train staff workers? we mast select reliable and resolute workers from 
among the members and give them adequate training, so thet they nay 

fally understand the meaning of, and ways of attaining, the resteration 
of the Mongol nation. These men shall then be sent to work in various 
areas. We mst also select outstanding young members of the MRA for 
atuéies in the United States. ‘These men shall become the future steff 
workers of the MRA. In connection with this matter, we rust agic the 
United States Government for special facilities.

relations with the various lecal areas, we must begin our besic 
operations. In view of the current situation, we met establish 
MBA Branch Acsociations in at least the following five places? 


(2) The army in West Mongolias we must establish an MRA Branch Associa 


¢ion among the Mongol troops concentrated in West Mongelia in order 
to be able to direct the army and establish contact with the Mongol 
units in other areas and lead them on the read to national recon~ - 
etraction. 


(2) Alashant at present the majority of the Mongol patriots (mostly 
Racial Principle Advocates) are concentrated in the Alashan area. 
We mst therefore speedily establish an MBA Branch Agsociation in 
that aren and also dispatch men to work or wait 1n areas controlled 
by the Chinese Communists. 


(3) Wangyehmiac (new Mongol name given by YUN Tee's government: Ulagan 
Bota’): Wengyehmiao is the Chinese Communist center in Inner Mon- 
golia, and the establishment of an MRA Branch Association there 
should not be easy. However, we must select courageous and re- 
liable members to infiltrate into Wangyehmiao to establish a secret 
base there. If the plan succeeds, it will facilitate our work in= 
meagurably. 


(4) Japan: there ie a considerable number of outstanding Mongol youths 
still studying in colleges and universities, in Japan-=Tokyo, Morlokn, 
ete, The majority of these students are extremely patriotie and an 
MRA Branch Agsoctation established among them would doubtlessly grow 
into a helpful and influential organization. 


(5) Peiping: at present there are over 2,000 Mongols--youths, military 
and political leadera, etc.--still in Peiping. Almost all of them 
went to Peining with the aim of opposing Communian, but unfortunately, 
when Feiving fell to the Chinese Commniste, these Mongols becane the 
prisoners of the Cormuniats- We hope that they were not all removed 
to other areas or killed by the Chinese Communists, and we mest find 
a way to contact what was a large Mongol anti-Communist group in 
Feining in order to prepare for the establishment of an MRA Branch 
Association there. 


Build up the basic armed force: we Mongols must build an arny around the 
nucleus of the units of Ukndul and HSIUNG No. This army shall be respon= 
gible to the MRA and shall serve the cause of the Mongol people. HSIUNG 
No'a unit, numbering about 600 men, is mow stationed in Chung Kung Banner, 
while Ukodui's unit hes already reached Wachuan (111-25, 41-07) in Suiyuan 
Province. All effort is being made to have these two units retain their 
special nature and unit designations which characterize them as Mongol 
troops in order to prevent their being merged with any of the local troops 
and te facilitate command of them by Mongel leaders when the proper tine 
gomes. However, the officers and men of these two units have no access 
whatever to supplies. It is earnestly hoped therefore that the United 
States Government will aesist these units if at all possible. The majority 
of the troops in Ukudui's unit have “fought against the Chinese Communists 
since the occupation of Wangyehmiaco by the latter. They fought in Chinchou, 
Mukden, ete., and, after the total collapse of the Nationalist Army, they 
fought on against the Chinese Communista, even penetrating the letter’ s 
rear defenses and occupying Lintung (118-58, 43-51). They finally arrived 
in Wuchuan via Chahar League. This factor alone is sufficient to prove 
the fighting ability of the Mongol troops and their refusal to surrender 
even under the most hopeless conditions. 


Strengthen the various Mongol league and bamner governments and promote 
the establishment of a united organization of lengues and banners in order 
to accelerate the work of national reconstruction. 


Pablish propaganda materials! before the MRA emerges Into the open, wa ; 
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ao2Ll endeavor to establish an ordinary bookstore to publish booka on the 
history of Mongolia, the fight for independence and freedom of the various 
Faces in the world, biographies of the national Mongol patriots, ete., and 
otherwise engage in subtle provaganda activities to instlil in the Mongol 
peovle the ideas of national reconstruction and to unify them. This book- 
store would greatly agsist in the need for informing the people of the 
United Statee and other democratic countries regarding Mongol affairs and 
would also serve the propaganda fight against Communism. — 


‘We mast obtain the sympathy and aid of the United States Government and 
people. In connection with this, we Mongols must first accomplish the 
fellewings 


& Assure close contact: we must de¥ se & sure meine of aasuring close 
contact between the. MRA and United Statee officials. 


b. Supply the United States Government with information on Mongolia. The 
MRA should collect and systematically arrange materials on the past, 
vresent and future of Mongolia and on all matters concerned with the 
national reconstruction problem in order to present them to the United 
Statea Government for reference in connection with its giving ald to 
Mongolia. Moreover, those materials which can be made public should 
be published in book form in order to acquaint the American pablic and 
people all over the world with the true situation in Mongolia and vin 


their symoa thy. 


& Sromote friendly relations between the United States and Mongolia: in 
erder to obtain United States aid, the MRA should dispatch men to the 
United States to introduce Mongolis to the American people and to study 
the democratic culture of the United States in order to promote mutual 
understanding and friendship between the two countries. We must therefore 
make arrangements for outstanding young members to study English, and we 
aleo hope that our American friends will study Mongolies in order to faci= 
litate future cooperation. 


We mist aek the United States Government for aid on the following five items: 


a. Safety of the MRAs this Association is, in a sense, a Preparatory Com= 
mittee for the establishment of the Kongol nation and aleo an organiza~ 
tion representing the Mongols for carrying out pro=American and anti- 
Soviet activities. Therefore, the headquarters of the MRA gehould be in 
@® gaffe place so that 1t may successfully carry out ite work. The best 
lecation would be in one of those areas protected by the United States; 
should the United States take over control of the island of Taiwan, this 
yvoulé be @ good location.

d. Advisers: in wilew of the difficulties confronting the MRA in its acti- 
vitieas, it is hoped that the United States Government will appoint two 
men aa advisers to aid in the execution of our work. 


@o Fande: in all phases of our work, money is required. It is hoped that 
the United States Government will lend us a certain sum of money to en=- 
eble us to begin our work. : This loan shall be repaid with interest after 
the establishment of the Mongol nation. As an added preceution, the 
American edvisersa would eontrol the edministration of the fund. 


The above plan covers our work for the first period, which, for the time being, 
is fized at one year. During this one year, whon the need arises for revising 
or supplementing the plen, we shell, of course, make necessary changes. If, 
during the year, there is a major change in the world situation, we shall 
draft @ new plan to meet the new situation. All in all, we shall never rest 
until we have attained our finel gosl, the restoration of the Mongol nation.
